Bliss- examined the records of 
the department when Lattanner re- 
signed the first of the year and is 
noW:Cngaged in a thorough audit of 
the accounts of the bank examiners 
and liquidating agents employed by 
Superintendent Lattanner during his 
administration. 


Mr. Bliss testified that in . July, 


1913, Lattanner and the examiners 
attended a four day convention of 
bankers at Cleveland. 
He declared 


most of the examiners went to Cedar 
Point for the weak and many failed 
to repdrt at the office until"Tues- 
day or Wednesday of the following

All who attended the meeting had 


their salaries and expenses paid dur- 
ing the entire week and 
22 days 


were lost to the state iby examiners 
-who failed to report for work the 
following" Monday, Mr. Bliss 
said. 


Salaries and expenses paid by the 
state for the week amounted to a 
total of $1,032.79. 
. That the banking department in- 
vestigation committee "believes it has 
a long task ahead was indicated 'by 
its decision today to meet at 7:30 
next Tuesday morning to resume 
hearings. 


Mr. Bliss told tHe legislative com- 


mittee that the records of expendi- 
tures in the banking department for 
the month ending last November 15, 
the end of the fiscal year, is missing 
from Mr. Lorrimer's 
report. 
This 


omission, would lead persons 
read- 


ing Lattanner's annual report to be- 
lieve that the expenses of the depart- 
ment were less than they were, Mr: 
Bliss declared. The report is worth- 
Jess for purposes of comparing with 
those of other years, he said. 


Another irregularity in the depart- 


ment's affairs is a lack of records 
showing payment of any fees by real 
estate dealers under the blue sky 
law, according to the testimony. The 
committee indicated 
by 
questions 


asked the examiner that it will try 
to find what happened to these fees. 


Because all money appropriated by 


the last legislature for the banking 
department has been exhausted by 
extravagant management, Mr. Bliss 
said, the banking department either 
must suspend operation or an appro- 
priation must be made by the legis- 
lature immediately to pay bills accu- 
mulated to the amount of several 
thousand dollars. 


Mr. Bliss told how the salaries of 


bank examiners was increased sever- 
al time* when they were transferred 
to the work of liquidating defunct 
banks, out of whose funds the large 
salaries were paid.

by J. A. Holmes, who received $125 
a month as bank examiner, but be-

The dramatic story of the sinking of thg German raider Koenigsberg, on the coast of ,e|fet Africa, has just 


been told by Captain Willett of the British merchant ship Newbridge. The Koenigsberg succeeded in getting be- 
hind the Mafia Islands and some distance up the. river, where she was completely screened, by the bend of the 
river, and where tbg'British heavier draft ships could not follow her. The .British, however,' contented them- 
selves with bottling up the Koenigsberg by sinking Captain Willett's ship in the channel. They then waited for 
the arrival of a seaplane, which flew up the river and indicated the position of the German, cruiser by dropping 
'smoke bombs. The Germans had hid their ship close tq^the -bank under cover of some, palm grovas and had 
covered her with foliage. The .aviator, however was able to'make ber out and to direct the fire of the British 
ships so accurately by signals that the cruiser was completely destroyed.

ka.' Here is the story: 


"In the early spring of 1914 I bought 


my 'seed potatoes at Burley. Ida. 1 
purchased the Idaho Rural potatoes, 
They were not especially selected seed 
therefore I was very careful in pre 
paring the seed for planting. 
I was 


anxious that every seed piece had one 
or two perfect eyes on it and treated the 
see^ with a formaldehyde solution (one 
pint to thirty gallons of-water). This 
treatment consisted in soaking the seed 
•(before cutting) for two' 'hours "in 'the 
prescribed solution. 
The purpose ot 


the! treatment was to kill any scab 
germs appearing on the surface of the 
potatoes. .Other than this there was 
no;-treatment given. 


"From March 20 to March 30 I pre- 


parjed my land. I covered the Aground 
with barnyard manure, using eight 
tons of wet manure,to the half .acre. 
I plowed the land twelve inches deep, 
using four horses for the work. 1 im- 
mediately followed the plow with a 
spring tooth barrow. 
I -harrowed it 


three different times. I did the plow- 
ing ;ln the forenoon and followed with 
the harrow in. the afternoon. 
I did 


this to conserve the moisture and mel- 
low the soil. After harrowing I pul- 
verized the clods by drtg£ing.up-the 
soil with a square frame^.tiinber; '1 
tried in every way to be'particular 
about every phase of cultivation, and 
I figure that the secret of my'success 
was good cultivation. 


"Five days later, on April 5, I again 


went over the land with a spring tooth 
harrow. The following week I again 
went over it with u spiked tooth har- 
row.^ which-kept the soil moist and 
mellow. Just before planting I went 
over It again with the square-timber in 
order to make it perfectly level. On 
April 18 I planted the seed in plowed 
furrows four inches deep and the rows 
thirty inches apart, the seed being 
dropped-about twelve inches apart in 
the rows. Tbe seed was then covered 
about four inches deep with a small 
band plow. As soon as the little plants 
appeared above the ground I began 
my work on the field. 1 at once freed 
the field of weeds by giving it a 
thorough harrowing with a spiked 
tooth harrow. -This I did May 5 and 
repeated the same treatment on May 
12. On May 20 I used the hand culti- 
vator, drawn by one horse, giving 
them a thorough cultivation with this 
Implement, after which I cultivated 
them once with the hand hoe, cleaning 
out all of the weeds. 


"Op to June 15 the plants had grown 


rapidly and gave a strong, vigorous ap- 
pearance- Soon after this date they 
began to blossom, and on June 25 1 
gave them the first application of ir- 
rigation water. 
I irrigated them on 


July 5 and again on July 20. The crop 
wns'matured with but those three ap- 
plications of water. After tile second 
Irrigation the vines were so large that 
I could not work In them without de- 
stroying them. The operations prac- 
tically ceased from tins time on until 
the tubers were ready for digging.1"

FARMING RETURNS. 


Taking tbe average farm wage 


us a basis, the "hired hand" on 
the farm receives within » few 
cents of $250 u year. A recent 
bulletin from the bureau of farm 
statistics shows that tho cur- 
rent average rate of farm wages 
In the United States, where 
board is Included. Is $20.31. Since 
1902 
the wages of farm hands 


have been Increased by 34 per 
cent. 


The farmer gets less of a mon- 


etary return for his work and 
on his Investment than do mauy 
farm hands. 
This means the 


average farmer, of course. The 
rewards of the farmer come to 
him more in .pork. beef, chickens 
and eggs, garden vegetables, In 
brief his "living" and that of his 
family, than, in money. The ex- 
perts have figured out that the 
average farm uses food; fuel, oil 
and shelter yearly to the amount 
of 5505.08 and the farm furnish- 
es $421.17 worth of this. The 
average cash expenditures for 
farm necessaries other' than la- 
bor amount to"J173.91 annually. 
..The farm bond gets bis board. 
His expenditures are very small 
compared with those of other la- 
borers. 6f his $250. the wages 
for the year, he is likely to have 
more money at the end of the 
twelve months than the average 
farmer who owns and: operates 
his own place,—Farm Progress.

OPERATING AN INCUBATOR. 


DIVERSIFIED FARMING. 


'A Safeguard Against Failure Owing to 


. 
Low Prices. 


In spme parts "of tlie country certain 


crops "are selling this year for very low 
prices. This Is not an unusual condl- 
ttoh of affair^ because the price of 
these same crops fluctuates widely 
from year to year; Even in the same 
year certain districts receive high re- 
turns while others show losses. 


A study of the older" agricultural dis- 


tricts in the eastern states reveals bow 
the organization of the farm guards 
against severe losses at such times. 
In Chester county, "Pa., for instance, 
dairying is the chief enterprise, sup- 
plemented by such cash crops as pota- 
toes, hay and wheat. Some additional 
income is derived from the sale of cat- 
tle, poultry, eggs and hogs. With such 
a Ifarm organization the price of such 
crops as potatoes or hay might be un- 
usually low, yet affect'the farm profits 
for the year comparatively little. 


In another district, central New 


York, hay, potatoes, cabbage, beans 
and fruit, with some live stock,-are 
the important sources of income.. This 
year potatoes, fruit and early cabbage 
are all low in' price. Yet 'these farm- 
ers through excellent diversification 
are practically insured against any 
idrge losses. 


It is in this respect that settlers in 


the newer agricultural areas of the 
western and southwestern states have 
yet to learn a very important lesson. 
When agricultural districts are devel- 
oped so rapidly that economic forces 
do not have time to act properly the 
result is oftentimes a very Imperfect 
scheme of farm organization. 
It is 


caused by the extreme profitableness 
of certain crops for a few years and 
the consequent development of farms 
on - the : basis of a single enterprise. 
Coupled with this one sided organiza- 
tion, land prices are often forced so 
high that an Intensive form of agri- 
culture is necessary when only a fair- 
ly extensive type of farming should 
prevail. It Is these single crop farm- 
ers who ore the greatest sufferers in 
years of low prices for their products. 
Aside from better use of labor'and 
land, diversification of enterprises is 
one: of the surest safeguards against 
losses.. Specialties in farming are all 
right, but a farmer usually needs more 
than one of them.

Dnrim 
warm weather a hen will stay off th> 
nest for half an hour or more, while 
during cold weather she stays off only 
long enough to eat. 


Testing the egg is another operation 


that must be given attention. This if 
done from the sixth to the tenth day 
possibly two testing periods .would be 
'better than one—say on the sixth anc 
tenth days. It is not always,possible as 
:early as.the sixth day to decide which 
•eggs are fertile and which are not. AJ 
.expert might possibly be nble to tell 
but the .ordinary incubator operator 
cannot be sure of all the eggs, anc 
hence would be apt to discard some 
that were fertile.- The testing is done in

The running of an Incubator Is not a 


difficult problem, the principal requisite 
being to see thnt the machine is run at 
the proper temperature. The care of 
the lamp entnlls no more trouble than 
the care of an ordinary house Inmp. 
To see that the oil fount is kept prop 
crly filled, the wick kept in good order 
so that an even flame may be main 
tained, 1s about all that Is required. 
The usual directions are that the eggs 
be turned twice a day after, the first 
day and kept up until about the eight- 
eenth day. or just as the chicks are 
about to pip the shell. After that the 
incubator should be let severely alone 
till all the chicks are batched. Curios 
ity and overanxiety often play havoc 
with tlie batcu nt the later stages. 


Money In Broilers. 


The easiest way to counteract the 


high prices of beef is to raise more 
chickens. The quickest way to do this 
is to raise broilers for market, says the 
Kansas Farmer. It takes years to get 
a steer ready for market, but you can 
raise prime broilers in from twelve to 
fourteen weeks. To raise broilers prof- 
itably you must have incubators, so 
that you can raise n large quantity at 
a time, for you will get tlie Highest 
prices at the large city markets, and It 
won't pay to ship Just a few that 
might be raised with hens. It costs 
about 10 cents to raise a two pound 
broiler, and tl:cy can be sold readily 
for 00 OT 70 cents each and sometime* 
higbcr if yon happen to strike tbe 
market at tlie right time.

The .seeds of the common 


cabbage are planted in the early spring 
In a hotbed or cold frame, and the 
young plants are set out after danger 
of frost is past 


The seeds of the new Chinese cab- 


bage, however, are planted during the 
first week- of August hi the open 
ground, and they head up late In the 
fall. The vegetable is adapted to all 
sections of tbe country where domestic 
cabbage will grow and where the soil 
is rich enough so that the growth of 
the plant may be forced a little. For 
people who are engaged In'intensive 
farming the odorless cabbage is like- 
ly to become popular, for a grower 
can first raise a crop of lettuce, rad- 
ishes, onions, beets and other early 
vegetables and then follow with a 
crop of the Chinese cabbage, sowing 
the seed in July or August 


A novelty of unusual importance also 


is an edible pea called Sugar Sword. 
Those who were so fortunate as to get 
some of the seed last year know how 
good it is. The vines are most vigor- 
ous in growth, attaining a height of 
six to seven feet branching freely. 
When given sufficient support they 
present a striking sight covered with 
violet flowers and thick, fleshy pods 
In varying stages of development The 
sword shaped pods are truly gigantic 
in size, measuring six to seven baches 
in length by one to one and one-half 
Inches in breadth. The pods are ex 
tremely crisp and full, as If blown up 
with wind, and are delicious In flavor. 
Used either as a salad or broken and 
boiled Hke string: beans and served 
with butter sauce they make a dish 
fit for a king. 


You can sow spinach in the early 


spring and get a good crop, but you 
will have an earlier crop from fall 
sotvn seed. 
In mild climates It is 


available long Into the winter. It is a 
gross feeder and for best results re- 
quires rich soil. If a small area only 
s available It may be sown broad- 
cast in beds, but by all means sow in 
drills if possible, as the ground can

millions are destitute and are being | 
fed from public canteens.

The response of America to the 


appeal of stricken Belgium has been 
gratifying, but there is still an ur- 
gent need for further and continued 
contributions. 


The Commission has a commissary 


undertaking which requires the des- 
patching of a shipload of food e-verj 
other day. It is transporting, free of 
cost, the food-stuffs collected for re- 
lief by various organizations and in- 
dividuals 
throughout 
America 


Railroads, express companies and 
postoffices are aiding but the sup- 
plies are far too short. The people 
of Newark and Licking county have 
help to some extent but many have 
not as yet contributed and some who 
have helped may be willing to do 
more. 


In December the Advocate made 


three remittances to Xew York of 
funds sent to this office for Belgian 
relief. Any additional contributions 
that may he received will be handed 
to Attorney A. S. Mitchell who is 
chairman of the 'local committee. 
Captain A. H. Heisey is a member of 
the state commission and is interest- 
ed in seeing that Ohio does her 
share. Money, new clothing and 
food are needed. Money contributed 
-will be expended for food and cloth- 
Ing in Ohio and the supplies thus 
purchased will be forwarded. Chair- 
man Mitchell will soon hare an an- 
nouncement for publication.

flood bulletin: 


"The Ohio ilood at Pittsburg has 


run its course; the river is now two 
feet below the Ilood stage arid fall- 
ing. 
At Parkersburg, the river has 


risen six feet in the last 24 hours to 
a stage of 4'1 I'eet, or six feet above 
the flood stage. 'At Cincinnati, the 
river has risen nearly four feet, 'but 
is yet five feet below the flood stage 
At down-river points a slow rise is 
in progress and the river is below 
flood stage, except at 
tEvansville, 


where there has been a rise of two 
feet in the last 24 hours, to a stage 
of 37 feet, or two feet above -the 
flood stage. 


"The river will continue to rise a 


few feet more in the- iParkersburg 
district, and will pass above the flood 
stage in. the Cincinnati district Fri- 
day or Saturday by at least 
four 


feet. Inasmuch as rain is again indi- 
cated for the watershed within the 
next 36 hours, the intensity of which 
is more or less uncertain, continued 
high water and possibly higher stages 
than now forecast are within the 
bounds of probability. 


"Daily advices will be continued 


until the situation becomes
